Diverse opinion -was expressed yesterday by men and wo- 
men students and by Mrs. W. Vaugrhan, Acting Warden of R. 
V. C, when interviewed on the question: "What do you think 
of engagements or marriages contracted while in college?" Many 
claimed that marriage and studies do not go well together, while 
others were more optimistic argueing that it has a steadying 
effect on the people concerned. Some favored engagements 
during a college career, while others- were firmly opposed to 
those. 

MALE OPINION 

Tlio majority of male students were 
exceptionally cautious In answering 
tho question. They considered it from 
all angles faVorlng engagements In 
college, while a largo number advocat- 
ed marriage of persons attending a 
university. 

Millard Astwood, President ot the 
.Students Council was ^highly In t.avor 
ot marriage, l<ut for certain students 
only, ''It Is a good Idea for people v.'ho 
arc taking post-graduata courses such 
as Law, Medicine, and Theology, for 
tho wife acts as a restraining l/itiu- 
cnce on tho average student. But I 
would not advise marriage for the 
good student who expects to accoiri- 
pilsh big things." 

Harry Mcrscrcau seemed to think 
that "undergraduate engagements 
don't last long enough", %vhilo David 
Lowis, 'after thinking deeply on tho 
matter snid "It's their own business.

"A five- 
pound box of La.'- -aa is always wel- 
come, especially on such occasions as 
these.'' 

Another fourth year student in 
Arts, Dorah Dorfman stated "Per- 
sonnally I have no objection to 
marriage among unLv<!irsl.ty_ studetits 
so long as a divorce may be obtain- 
ed easily." 

"Not Possible" 

"Two people cannot be married and 
attend to their studies at the same 
time", said Kathleen Donoghue oi 
Arts' 31. "They cannot- divide .their 
attention between studies and tho 
other Interests whic'n ihey are bound 
to have. College lite is entirely dif- 
ferent from married lite. The idea of 
two people trying to study and to set 
up house-keeping at tho same timo 
Is ridiculous. College Is too much fun 
to tie ones self down to a serious 
contract. One's Ideas ch.ango as a 
person goes through college therefore 
before or after graduation one might 
have far different tastes, regarding 
the opposite, sex than one bad during 
tho lower years. 

Xunicrous other women s'^udents 
would give no statement on the query, 
Whi- they would say nothing on 
the matter they nevertheless con- 
sidered tlie seriousness of it, and ex- 
cused themselves on the need of time 
to answer so important a question. 



Dr. C. W. Heudel Spoke on 
"The Trealmcnl of Beouty" 
Last Night 



"Is philosophy in tho form ot poetry 
worth while? Can anything bo given 
In poetic form which Is not better done • 
In prose?" v.n."! the challenso brougli: 
forth by Dr. C. W. Ilendel ot the De- 
partment of Philosophy last night 
while defending Itobcrt liriilgea' poem 
"Tho Testament ot I!<?:iiily ' at tho 
meeting ot the I'hilo.'x-.iiiiical Society 
In tho Arts Building last, nlglit. 

"This challenge", said Dr. llcndcl. 
"gives rise to the Implication that 
prose Is tho only vehicle of thought: 
that you can think a tiiinif out first 
and then translate tho Ideas in any 
form you choose. The form of expres- 
sion Is part and parcel ot the mean- 
ing, that Is why philosophies must be 
written In every gcni-.ation t":- there 
Is no last word in philosopli; . ' 

Dr. Itendel divided his adfhess into 
threo parts. First, a. Defense ot Poetic 
Philosophy, secondly, tlio Moral Philo- 
sophy In Bridges, and Ia.<!tly Contem- 
porary Objectivity as an Ad\*ance upon 
Modern f'ubjert;-. i=rn. 

Philosophy in Idiom 
Tho vahio ot poetic phllosophi-iing 
reflective and not augmentative, - 
continued Dr. Ilendel. Jtodcrn philo- 
sophy has an Idiom ot its own. It is 
always fishting do« n something, 
fighting down scepticism, fightlni; 
down speculation and alsvays discuss-. 
Ing to prove a point -which determines 
the form of -writing. Tho tltlea are 
characteristic. Any other waya ot 
phllosophLslng are perfe<;lly conceiv- 
able. There is room tor meditative, re- 
flective, recollei:tivo thinking, for vi- 
sion ot thinking without analysis. 
That Is what poetic philosophy can 
give us. 

The poetic form is often more cffiic- 
tivo than argument. It arrests tho mind 
before a thought where tho Idea ia 
aided by musical sound and rhythm- 
etie effects. On tho otlier hand, prose 
philosophising is almost Inevitably 
critical, watching for consl.stoncy and 
proof, but the pooiic is likely to make 
us appreciative oC a truth. With re- 
gard to Bridges, he has gathered Into 
his poem tjiany of tho modern Ideas,

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Cockroaches 

AN annual cafeteria apitalion is an in- 
*» stitution of long and honorable sland- 
- ing at this univer.sity. Usually the price 
of mca.'» takes precedence over ollior 
grievances, bnt this time, although the old 
refrain certainly is not forgotten, there is 
an added cause of complaint, — that of 
cleanliness. 

The upper floor of the cafeteria is 
im doubt as spotless a.« i! sliould be, but 
downstairs in the basement entirely dif- 
ferent conditions obtain. Cockroaches 
have invade,! Iha; parï of the bottom floor 
given over to student activity and it re- 
quires no more than à few minutes re- 
search to m.ike certain That the repulsive 
in.sects originate in and migrate from the 
Cafeteria kitchen. If dozens of the things 
can be cniicrhl on t!ie wall ou1.«idc and be- 
hind the kitchen, it is safe to say that 
there are hundreds within. As the human 
denizens of the basement know well, rats 
and mice arc also quite common. Now. 
.these latter are to be expected in an old 
: building, but the former, according to au- 
thorities, are naver found far from food 
*and f 'lth. 

To one who has had a year's intimacy 
Twith the workings of Craig Street hash- 
^.houses, the number of cockroaches in the 
;Union is quite amazing. In the low-est 
• eating houses down-town, cockroaches are 
guarded against rigidly, and if one is ser- 
jj ved up now and again to a customer there 
' follows a largé sized row, a general clean- 
up and disinfecting. Just how Cafeteria 
, eaters have escaped coachroch soup so far 
is quite incomprehensible with such an 
'admirable selection of thé ingredients 
ready to hand. 

' Of course, comparatively little cook- 
ing is done on the premises, but potatoes 
, are boiled down among the -cockroaches 
' and .ioints of I-xef lie exposed to any 
wanderirîg pe.sts which may come along. 

So.me day soon there will be a slip up, 
■ and a dintr upstairs will have the rather 
disgusting' experience of di-sentangling a 
boiled cockroach from his beans. Condi- 
.tions call for instant and drastic reform. 
The whole basement of the Union should 
be well and thoroughly fumigated by ex- 
perts at the job who will leave no living 
vermin beiiind. Amateurish though well 
meant el'fu.-tï ^v;th iiisect powder only 
seem funny to the cockroaches. After the 
generiil fH^rlni'itcVuig process there should 
be a rearraufrement of the kitchen so that 
the same conditions can never be repeated. 

All possible breeding pliices for ver-

AVhile on the subject of the Cafeteria, 
.might we again, for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, a.sk v.'hy it costs fifty cejits for 
anjihing approaching a meal in the Union 
while undi-TKi-aduates at ether universi- 
ties «at comfortably and cleanly for twen- 
ty-five or thirty cents?

.«!ncerc, sophlstlcnlcd, cynical, terribly eentlmcntnl 
Xo pose could qult« mask their senllmentnllly, 
tio amount of fevered RCftturlng quilo conceal their 
nalvo romanticism. But they wore very young, 
and, besides, they wroto great literature. 

Tiie A-|clorlnn Tradition of LellerB was not 
unliko the Homan Empire or the mediaeval Church. 
It was vast, powerful, magnificent ; Us slightest 
utterance "ex cathedra", the most wretched ot Its 
minions loyal even to sycophoncy; Its consuls. Its 
cardinals, omnipotent nnd towering, men of great 
dignity and prcnl prnlii.', rtoRmntlc. confident, never 
doubting for an instance llio infallihilliy of their 
creed. E>'en Its priests and centurlana of letters 
vere men of talent. Inspired, intelligent and allc 
glent unto death. It seemed eternal. That it 
Khould oven crash no man dreamt, and Ions after 
the dust of Its shattered pillars had ceased to 
waver In the sunlight many sUlI thought Its pow- 
cr unbroken, its downfall' an illusion, the new 
reign of things ephemeral. 

This Holy Roman Empire o£* Literature died 
ten years before the fat, stupid little woman whoee 
name it so Inappropriately bore. In the sixties It 
was supreme, and the blasphemous broadsides of 
Swinburne boomed In vain against the adamcnt 
of Its wqIIe; In the aeventica it soared to Us 
heights, and the disturbing rumble of Pater's 
"Renaissance" parsed unheeded; In the late eighties 
the scented barbs of the young Oscar Wilde proved 
mUdly irritating; but with the nineties came so 
great a host of the enemy with shafts of ridicule 
and ecintillatlng cynicism euch as no amount of 
dignity or tradition could withstand. ' 

Swinburne was revived; the eroticism which had 
so offended the pious cara of the sixties was 
deified, the voluptuousness. . the blaaphemy, iml 
lated on every side. "The roses and raptures of 
virtue" everrivhero gave way to ilie ••lllllcs and 
langtiore of vice", the piety of "In Memorlam" and 
the Apologia fell before the etimulatlng agnostic 
isra of the truculent Huxley, pantheism gave way 
to pagaBlsra; to "Fausilne" and "Cynara" fell the 
m -fitting manUcB of "Maud" and "Rose Alymer", 
and MariuB the Epicurean sat In the chair of Sir 
Ijauncelot du Lac. 

The doctrine of the men of the nineties was 
one or dOEpair— wcEtv.ard the land was not bright 
but dark and the Elruggle most certainly "naught 
avalleth". Their religion paused beyond Huxley» 
an agnosticism to materialistic atheism, but it was 
not a bellicose atheism. They attempted no eon 
versions, desired no dlsclijles. All things ifero 
ultimately futile, even dlscIpleB, even schools. Art 
itself was only intrinsically valuable. But, still, 
one could live for the day. One might seelt for 
the soul through the KenseH, and enjoy the brief 
minute of life. "Life Is a mauvaise quart d'heure 
BiJide up of exquisite moments". (Wilde). One 
could laugh though the laughter be tinged with 
bitterness.

I'l^ma wti-i; no longer written 
to ldeuil7.tid jcreations In pink guaze, but to the 
soulless, painted, wearied women of the streets- 
Faithfulness was an entirely bourgoiso virtue,

EX CATHEDRA 



It is a matter of surprise to mo that Dr. Issac 
Goldberg, conscientious in literary matters as he 
is, should have left out a consideration ot the 
literature ot Patagonia in his volume on South 
American belles lettres. Only rrofeesor Hans Esel- 
mann (In the "Blaetter Fur Lltteraturkundo" for 
May 1923) and Reno Charbonne ("Etudes Etran- 
gères" Oct. 1926) among the critics of Europe seem 
to have studied that curious branch of the litera- 
ture of Argentina. Although also written In Span- 
ish It cannot be Included Into the main body of 
Argentinian literature because of the different 
traditions. Influences and stylistic forms. 

_ The country la sparsely settled but the people 
are on a comporaltlvely high cultural level. In 
1783 Ramon Gomez do la lliierta, owner of one 
ot the largoBt haciendas m Patagonia collected a 
great number of songs he heard from tho shep- 
herds all over tho country and published them in 
a volume called "Cantatos Nuclonales". This book 
marks the real beginning of Fatagonlan letters 
although there are some manuscripts extant from 
the seventeenth century containing religious hymns 
and a beautiful "Ode to tho Sun". 

With the advent of the nineteenth century and 
the establishment of two literary Journals the 
poets and proso writers of Patagonia began to en- 
joy greater critical appreciation and popularity. 
One of tho outstanding figures ot the ^eriod is 
Don Estanon Sllgo, born in the province of Nuova 
Sardinia who is called the Father of Patagonlan 
Humor. HIa chief work, an admirable collection 
of humorous sketches, depicts vividly at the saipe 
time the haxardoua but foainatlng ;ife on the pam> 
pas. Another la Arehero Lampanos. a gifted ly> 
ricist. sometimes called the Keats of Patagonia. 

The influence of rotnantlclsin was felt in Patii- 
gonlan letters for a much longer time than In 
other countries. In fact, as Professor Eselmaiin 
points out "realism has barely touched the shores 
ot that extensive land". And so wo find Senora 
Paollna Ronson publishing In 1881 a volume of 
poetry which was indirectly influenced by Osslan 
through Uie Spanish roniantlcUts. A notable work 
of fiction of that period is Roberto's "The Fig 
I.eaf", a work parmeated by the author's love fur 
his country. 1'he title is explained by the fuoi 
that the fig leaf Is the national emblem ot Pata* 
gonia, « 

Tho most Interesting sra In Uie llt*ruturo of 
tills Argentlnau province Is undoubtedly the pre- 
sent. Two well-marked groups havo emerged on 
the literary horlïon of luoenl years. One, oulled 
the Parnassus, centres around Don UellUu Car< 
manio, a poet ot unforgetably del)oa^« Itfdçs and 
ballads of the sea, the best known of which Is 
"Lotldo qrando", The younger inunibers of this 
group compris* such welNUnowii poela an Naili- 
anlelo Uenïolu, lilUano Donalduz and ollieiti. 

The seoond group, largely oomposetl of novel- 
ists ueclaliiis Maso Rocoo us iliejr moslor. ilosso's 
"Ultima penadlolo'' is welNkpown In nu>bt of 
ISlirope, ly glyss »n exeellum pleluro of lifo in 
Banta>Mar|» the capltol of l'«tii«onlu, and Is niurU- 
ed by extrauidlnaiy sliill in clianici.iiliutlon. "I'hls 
perfp»-n)Vi)ce entitle* |ih» |o be consUUrçd one of 
llie vital foroes In modern flollon. 

It 18 regi-ûlable that lliero aio no l:;i»gllt,li 
translations of Putflgonlan bookB. Ho U Ik lieiutuixj 
tho filth and indecency wliich i;liuiur.iutiï,;b most 
conlcni|)orary fiction ia not lu bo found in them 
and our publlshera uro afnild of losing money /
